PROVINCIAL ASYLUM AT PONOKA 


Edmonton, July 18—Hon. W. H. 
Cushing, minister of public works, ac- 
companied by Mr. John Stocks, deputy 
minister, have returned to the city 
from Ponoka, where they spent a day 
in selecting a site for the new provin- 
cial asylum for the insane. The gov- 
ernment has purchased 800 acres of 
land about two miles ftom the town 
of Ponoka. On a contour map of the 
whole district, Mr. Cushing indicated 
that the site for the asylum is to be 
the south-west quarter of section 32, 
township 42, range 25, west of the 4th 
and the whole of section 29. This site 
is ¢lose to the Battle river and the 
building itself will be situated on a 
slight plateau sloping somewhat to the 
south-west. On three sides of the pla- 
teau there is a stfetch of wooded land 
while the west, which is the front 
opens on the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way.

which shows how grave he considers 
the state of affairs in western Canada. 
“According to the way the mines are 
running now and the attitude. of the 
people,” said Mr. Sherman, ‘‘I believe 
we will have a worse coal famine next 
winter than we ever had before. There 
is plenty of coal in the country, but it 
is not being mined fast enough. People 
are now only purchasing enough do- 
mestic coal to satisfy their immediate 
wants and are not providing for the 
winter months. Asa result the demand 
for domestic coal is light, some of the 
mines, instead of getting out large 
quantities and storing it in preparation 
for arush of orders, are running half 
time and barely keeping ahead of the 
demand. The Taber mine is closed down 
altogether, the Lethbridge mine is run- 
ning short timeand the Bankhead mine 
isonly in operation about three days 
per week, ese are the three principal 
mines thatsupply domestic coal for the 
prairies and according to the present 
indications there is going to be a large 
shortage. The Crow’s Nest Pass mines 
are in fall operation, but they suppl 

steam coal for the Great Northern rail-
